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TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 


REBEKAH ASSEMBLY OF WISCONSIN 
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SHEBOYGAN, June 5, 1906. 

The twenty-first annual session of the Rebekah Assembly con- 
vened in the Elks’ Hall at 9:15 A. M., Tuesday. The President, 
Sister Metta Laura Yantz, made some very fitting remarks which 
we could all take to ourselves with profit. The Secretary called 
the roll of delegates.

COMMITTEE. 
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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
To the Officers and Members of the Rebekah Assembly of Wisconsin: 


Sisters and Brothers, I extend to each and all of you fraternal 
greetings and a most hearty welcome. 

We are once more assembled for work in the interest of our be- 
loved Order. It is not for me to tell you that we are engaged in 
one of the noblest enterprises that enlists the energies of man or 
woman. It demands our best thought and most considerate action. 
Let us, then, as have our predecessors, be consecrated to the work. 
Let us open this, our twenty-first Assembly, highly resolved that 
we shall not have met in vain; that when we shall part on Thursday 
the iron bands of Odd Fellowship will be stronger and more tightly 
drawn, and the ideals of our Order be more highly cherished in all 
our hearts. Let each and every one of us do what they can, be it 
much or be it little. Let each remember they have a duty to per- 
form and be ever ready and willing to perform it. Not until all 
partisanship is abandoned, not until all selfishness and intriguing 
is stamped out, not until all carping criticism is stifled, not until 
every member here sacrifices all they have of ability or influence to 
harmony and progress, not until we have done all this have we 
done our full duty, not until we have done all this will the acts of 
‘this Assembly be a credit and a lasting benefit to our Order and to 
mankind. I feel that this session will be, by your efforts, harmoni- 
ous and profitable for us all. 

It is with feeling of great regret that I relate to you some of 
my sad experiences while traveling about the state during the past 
year. Previous to my visit to the Rebekahs at Rice Lake, Sister 
Soper had invited me to visit her as I had done previously. I had 
notified her after leaving home that I would be there on a certain 
day but not to meet me as I did not know on what train I should 
arrive. On arrival I telephoned the family and Bro. Soper said they 
were waiting supper for me. Arriving at the house I spent a few 
minutes in general conversation when we were called to supper. 
Seeing Sister Soper’s place vacant at the table, I asked for her. You 
can imagine my feelings when they told me that they had buried 
her the day before. I had looked forward all the year to seeing 
her dear face again. It was one of the bitterest disappointments of 
my life. In looking over some of her literary productions I found 
the following which may be beneficial to all of us: 


Be careful in speaking of a person’s faults, 
Pray don’t forget your own. 

Remember those in homes of glass 
Should never throw a stone. 


If we have nothing else to do 

But talk of those who sin, 

’Tis better we commence at home. 
And from that point begin. 


We have no right to judge a man 
Until he’s fairly tried. 

Should we not like his company 
We know the world is wide. 


Some may have faults, and who has not, 
The old as well as young. 

Perhaps we may for all we know 

Have fifty to their one. 


I'll tell you of a better plan 
And find it works full well. 

To try our own defects to cure 
Before of others tell. 


And though I sometimes hope to be 
Not worse than some I[ know, 

My own shortcomings bid me 

Let the faults of others go. 


Then let us all wnen we commence 
To slander friend or foe, 
Think of the harm one word may do 
To those who little know. 


Remember curses frequently 

Like chickens roost at home. 
Don’t speak of others’ faults until 
You've tried to see your own. 


When I arrived at Osceola almost a week later, I received letters 
from Waupun telling me of Sister Hermann’s death. She had been 
buried almost a week when they reached me. Sister Crystal Her- 
mann has been a member of this Assembly for years and has held 
prominent official positions. I had known her from childhood and 
esteemed her highly for her many noble qualities of heart and hand. 

I was called to Janesville to preside at a district meeting for 
Sister Blanchard, a prominent member of our Assembly, who was 
not well at the time and has since passed away. That district meet- 
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ing was the last one Sister Blakely ever attended. She talked in 
the meeting several times and seemed to be in her usual health; 
the next night at midnight she passed to the Great Beyond. Pas 
Blakely was a Past President of this Assembly. 

I made an eftort to organize the districts that were divided, and 
those still unorganized last year. Some of my efforts have been 
very successful, while others were nearly fruitless. We all know 
that the district meetings are a great, benefit to our Order. The 
President last year told you how the lodges did not like to hold the 
first district meeting. I have written to all the lodges in some dis- 
tricts and failed to get a meeting. Districts still unorganized are 
Nos. 3 and 10. There is only’ one lodge in district No. 3 that has 
made a report to this Assembly for some years, that is Hayward 
with 37 members. I have written them but have not received a re- 
ply. I! have organized seven Districts this year as follows: Nos. 4, 
0 142:15,28; 29 andes. 

I have attended District meetings at Dartford, Eureka, Janes- 
ville, Waupun, Wausau, Westfield, Stevens Point, Appleton, Berlin, 
Green Bay, Antigo, New London, Marinette, Eau Claire, Superior, 
Washburn, Phillips, Prentice, Osceola, Sheboygan, Milwaukee, Fox 
Lake, Rosendale, Richland Center, Oshkosh and Ripon, and also a 
district meeting at Minneapolis. I attended lodge meetings at most 
of these places, also at Grand Rapids, Nekoosa, Waupaca, Iron River, 
Beaver Dam, Kiel, Madison, Baraboo, Boscobel (and met with 
Rebekahs at Marshfield and Rice Lake). Many of the District 
Presidents feel that it is courteous to the Assembly officers when 
they age present, to invite them to preside. It has been my privilege 
to visit 59 meetings and to preside at 19 of these meetings during the 
past year. 

I feel that there has been some misunderstanding in regard to 
the duties of the President and Vice-President, and I think it would 
be well for this Assembly to formulate the general duties of those 
officers. District meetings are usually attended by the Assembly 
officers, and are held for the purpose of instruction, and to make it 
more convenient for those officers to meet and become better ac- 
quainted with the lodge members; they also afford an excellent 
opportunity for the President, Vice-President or other officer to meet 
with delinquent lodges in the district and to assist in their up- 
building. 

Esther Lodge No. 182 of Monroe, asked permission to change 
from District No. 30 to District No. 23; also Iron River Lodge No. 
192 to change from District No. 1 to District No. 2. Permission to 
change was granted, it being more convenient for both lodges. If 
the representatives present from any lodge desiring to be changed 
‘to another District will mention the fact before the close of this

Assembly, it will save the incoming President considerable trouble 
during the year. 

I have missed only three meetings of my home lodge during the 
year, but unfortunately I was unable to attend any of the Past 
Noble Grand’s meetings at Milwaukee. 

The following lodges were instituted during the year: 

Nov. 4, 1905. Colby Rebekah Lodge No. 24, located at Colby; 22 
charter members; night of meeting first and third Fridays; insti- 
tuted by Sister Carrie Salter, Special Deputy. 

Nov. 23, 1905. Union Rebekah Lodge No. 59, located at Excel- 
sior; 14 charter members; night of meeting, first and third Thurs- 
days; instituted by Sister Eudora Slater, Special Deputy. 

Dec. 13, 1905. North Star Rebekah Lodge No. 203, located at 
Frederic; thirty-one charter members; night of meeting first and 
third Saturdays; instituted by C. W. Staples, Grand Master. 

April 14, 1906. Good Will Rebekah Lodge No. 113, located at 
Spring Green; twenty charter members; night of meeting second 
and fourth Saturdays; instituted by Eudora Slater, Special Deputy. 

May 9, 1906. Fox River Rebekah Lodge No. 204, located at De- 
pere; twenty-seven charter members; night of meeting second and 
fourth Tuesday; instituted by Sister Anna Nys, Special Deputy. 

May 31, 1906. Mignonette Rebekah Lodge No. 205, located at 
Monticello; twenty-seven charter members; night of meeting not 
decided; instituted by Lillian Williams, Special Deputy. 

We are to be congratulated on the substantial increase in mem- 
bership during the past year. Dec. 31, 1904, our membership was 
10,143, while on the same date in 1905 it was 10,442, an increase of 
299 members.

There are very few delinquent lodges in the state. Brintola 
Lodge No. 152 of Horicon and Paradise Lodge No. 199 of Kiel, had 
been reported to me as delinquent. It gives me great pleasure to 
report that both Lodges are now in splendid working order. 

[I have received Journals from Indiana, North Dakota, South 
Carolina, Missouri, and have sent them to these states; also to 
Kentucky, South Dakota, California and Michigan. 

I have received greetings from Maine, New Hampshire, Indiana, 
Arizona, Minnesota, Virginia, Georgia, Missouri, Massachusetts, Ar- 
kansas, Kansas, Rhode Island, Tennessee, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
Idaho, Alabama, Nebraska, and Nevada. Greetings have been sent 
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to Kentucky, lowa, New Hampshire, Montana, Maine, Idaho, Arkan- 
sas, Arizona, Kansas, California, Colorado, Connecticut, Illinois, 
Indiana, Louisiana, Minnesota, Missouri, New Jersey, New York, 
North Dakota, Quebec, Rhode Island, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Georgia. 

Since the establishment of District meetings the official corre- 
spondence has been rapidly increasing, and has been no small bur- 
den to the President; besides some 500 letters there were four cir- 
cular letters sent out. However, at all times it has been a pleasure 
to answer all questions and lay out work for the District meetings, 
when called upon, to the best of my ability. Many times I must 
confess, my resources were taxed to the utmost to furnish new 
material for Districts in which frequent meetings were held. 

The sympathy of the Wisconsin Rebekahs was extended by your 
President to our Sisters in California, who were to have met in 
their annual session at San Francisco a few days after the great 
calamity. As you know, the Grand Master has requested each Lodge 
in the state to contribute liberally to the sufferers in California. 
This Assembly I am sure will, with one accord, vote to send them 
substantial aid of which they are still in need. 

It has been my privilege to visit the Home occasionally during 
the year. I cannot speak too highly of the management there. The 
resignation of Brother and Sister McConnell is much regretted by 
us all. The aged brothers and sisters in the Home will never for- 
get their constant devotion and tender care. They will be especially 
missed by the children to whom they have been almost all that 
parents could be, and in whose loving hearts they have come to fill 
the place of father and mother. In parting from us to undertake 
other duties, Brother and Sister McConnell will carry with them 
the best wishes of a host of grateful brothers and sisters, who ap- 
preciate the good work they have done and who are convinced that 
in their new field they will meet with an equal measure of success. 

It must be a source of satisfaction to us all to know that the 
good work of the Home has not been unrecognized. Wherever I 
made a plea for the Home the lodges responded to the call and 
responded generously. So many and large indeed have been the 
gifts this year that the amount donated has increased three fold. We 
all have noticed the generosity of the brothers who are furnishing 
funds to enlarge the building at ‘Green Bay. But let us not stop 
with simple commendation. Let us do something ourselves. Why 
should not the sisters furnish the new Home? It has been suggested 
and it seems to me to be a highly practical suggestion, that each 
lodge or the lodges of each district furnish one or more rooms in 
the new Home until all are provided for. Whatever may be the 
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method you select, I trust this Assembly will not adjourn without 
joining hands with the brothers in this worthy undertaking. 


I beg leave to make the following recommendations: 


1. That the By-laws of Rebekah Lodges be sent to the President 
of the Assembly for approval, instead of to the Grand Master. 

2. That the President of the Assembly be given the right to 
grant dispensations. 

3. That the instituting of Rebekah Lodges be left to the Presi- 
dent of the Assembly, instead of to the Grand Master. 

4. That the President of each District be required to make a 
short report, not to exceed five minutes; said report to be read by 
the Secretary if the District President is not in attendance. 

5. That a committee be added to our list of special committees 
to be known as the “committee to confer with the Grand Lodge;”’ 
and that this committee consist of two Past Presidents and the 
Vice-President. 

6. That the Assembly donate to the lodges that have been 
visited by fire this year, enough to cover their per capita tax. 

7. That the treasurer be allowed ten dollars for stamps and 
stationery. . 

8. That the President of the Assembly be made an ex officio 
member of the Home Board without any expense to the Grand Lodge. 

9. That all back dues of revived lodges be canceled. 


It gives me great pleasure to have this opportunity to thank our 
worthy Secretary for the efficient manner in which she conducted 
the affairs of her office. Numerous calls have been made on her 
this year, and none have been too small to escape her notice. 

To Bro. C. W. Staples, G. M., I am very much indebted for his 
courtesy and kindness and for prompt replies to letters, and for 
valuable information given me during the year. 

For the work of Sister Wyatt, Vice-President, there is nothing 
but commendation; her fitness for the position, and her devotion 
to her duties are known to you all. 

The aid and courtesy extended to me ro my District Deputies 
have at all times been fully appreciated. To my home lodge I feel 
much indebted. They have been ever ready to lend me a helping 
- hand, and have been a constant source of encouragement and in- 
spiration. Time will not permit, nor can words of mine express 
my gratitude for the many timely suggestions and kindly acts of 
a host of sisters and brothers over the state outside of office or 
committee. It is such little unnamed acts of kindness that bind 
us closer together, and that have made service to you such a pleas- 
ure to me. I am deeply grateful to the members of the various 
committees for their good work and extreme courtesy shown me 
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during the year. Whatever of success has been obtained has come 
largely through their help and advice. I shall never forget the 
hearty welcomes, the warm grasp of hands, the expression of con- 
fidence and love, the many tokens of friendship and esteem extended 
me while President of your Assembly. 

The Digest which was procured one year ago for the use of the 
President, I return. I promised then to devote all possible time 
and thought to the upbuilding of the Order. I am fully aware of 
my many shortcomings, but to err is human, and for the many mis- 
takes I have made, I ask your kind indulgence. Your interest has 
been my interest first, last and always. I feel deeply the honor 
you have conferred on me. It has been a pleasure and a privilege 
to be able to serve you. My gratitude is greater to-day than on 
the day I was installed President of your Assembly.

VICE-PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Officers and Members of the Wisconsin State Assembly, 
POO OS ha: 


Greeting: Since accepting the honorable position which was 
tendered me one year ago, as Vice-President of this State Assembly, 
I have worked hard and earnestly to discharge the duties of the 
office, which are growing from year to year. And through the kind 
assistance and advice of our worthy President and Secretary, Sisters 
Yantz and Oakey, I have been enabled to accomplish much more than 
I otherwise could have done. For which I thank them. I herewith 
submit the following report: 


Total number of lodge meetings attended during the year, 76. 

Number of lodges visited, 57. 

Number of District meetings attended, 11. 

Special meetings called, 5. 

Number of letters written, 122. 

Number of miles traveled, 2,675. 

I tried to visit the lodge at Shullsburg but could get no meeting 
on account of small pox having been reported in the town. I also 
visited at Cashton but was misinformed as to their night of meeting. 

I also met with the P. N. G. Assembly of Milwaukee which holds 
its meetings on the first Monday of each month, a society organ- 
nized for the purpose of creating a more fraternal feeling among 
lodges and perfection in all branches of the work. 
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I also visited a number of lodges more than once for which 
there is no mileage charged. I have attended only eleven of the Dis- 
trict meetings for this reason, the State having been redistricted 
last year, thus dividing some of the districts and merging others, 
Districts 8 and 9 having been put into one district and making the 
district so large that the members cannot afford to attend the 
meetings as they would like were the Districts smaller. And where 
the Districts have been divided it has left some Districts without a 
President or Vice-President, consequently there was no meeting 
called, a state of affairs which can be easily remedied, if the Presi- 
dent will call a meeting in these Districts and preside until their 
successor is installed. I think these official visits to the Districts 
are the means of making our work throughout the State more uni- 
form. For these meetings are proving to be the best schools that 
were ever established in Odd Fellowship. They bring the Lodges and 
members into closer touch and relationship, creating a more friendly 
and sisterly feeling, also awakening an interest in all the lines of 
Lodge work, especially in the unwritten work and extending the 
social and benevolent features of our Sisterhood, bringing us all to 
know each other better and developing the true spirit of Odd Fellow- 
ship among Rebekahs. 

I find most of the Lodges I visited are prospering and doting a 
splendid work and some deserve special mention, while others are 
not so prosperous but are doing all in their power to advance the 
interests of our beloved Order. I am sorry that space will not 
permit me to thank each and every one who have thrown open their 
homes and given me such a hearty welcome and for their assistance 
and words of encouragement.

While we report with pleasure the large Lodges and the largest 
gain in membership, we have no wish to forget the smaller Lodges 
who are doing good work, many of them working harder than the 
largest Lodges. They certainly deserve much credit and all the 
help the Assembly Officers and the larger Lodges can give them. 
We wish to especially mention the smallest Lodge having paid their 
Assembly dues, Maiden No. 73, located at Hillsboro, with a member- 
ship to ten, nine sisters and one brother. Their report is always 
among the first to reach the Assembly Secretary. They report $4.00 
for relief and a balance in their treasury. This shows to you that 
they are living up to the principles and teachings of our order. Our 
present Assembly Chaplain is a member of this Lodge. 

The District Deputy Presidents of the following Lodges failed to 
send the installation reports for the term ending Dec. 31st: 

Green wood No. 10, Crystal No. 45, Annette No. 62, Hiawatha No. 
75, Myrtle No. 76, Social No. 96, Hazelwood No. 108, Livingston No. 
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126, Frances E. Willard No. 135, Garfield No. 174, and Marguerite 
No. 189. 

I am very sorry to report this for we expect better work from 
the only members of our Lodges who are direct representatives of 
our Assembly, appointed to their positions by the President. Lodges 
should be very careful in their recommendations of Deputies. 

Six hundred and fifty copies of the Journal were received the 
last of July and immediately sent as prescribed by our Constitution: 
“Two copies to each Rebekah Lodge, one copy to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge Secretary, five copies to the Secretary of the Grand Lodge and 
one to each Rebekah Assembly of the Order.” 

They were also sent to all the Officers of the Assembly and the 
Chairlady of each committee, also to many interested parties who 
retain them for reference and twenty copies have been filed, by the 
Secretary, with copies of other years. Journals were sent to all 
Lodges who reported the year previous; some Lodges reported that 
they had not received them and more were immediately sent. In 
most cases where Journals were asked for personally the postage 
accompanied the request. I have received copies of Journals from 
seventeen jurisdictions, which I have enjoyed reading and much use- 
ful information has been received thereby. We are indebted to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge Secretary for five copies of the S. G. L. 
Journals which were sent at once to our elective officers. 

The correspondence has been somewhat heavy, but probably less 
than that of the former Secretary. I have received about five 
hundred letters in regard to the work, all of which have required 
answers, have sent four circular letters, the deputies’ commissions 
with circular letter enclosed so that each deputy had them by the 
1st of July with the new pass word, the Anniversary Proclamation 
August 18th, the Christmas Greeting with the request for donations 
for the Home and the last letter which, you all remember in regard 
to this session of the Assembly, making at least thirteen hundred 
letters issued from this office.

Enough 
to remind us of our mortality and to make it almost a certainty 
that most of the time throughout the year some of our charters 
have been draped out of respect to our dead. 

“So those who enter death must go as little children sent, noth- 
ing is known, but I believe that God is over head and as life is to 
the living, so death is to the dead.” 

I have complied to the best of my knowledge to the motion 
adopted at your last session, “That the Secretary be instructed to 
write letters of sympathy to all sisters, members of the Assembly, 
on the death of their husbands.” This was very hard to do as my 
only means of Knowing of the death of these Brothers was the re- 
ports, and in many cases there were two or three of the same name 
so I never knew which was the proper one to address. It would be 
well if that notice were amended and the Secretary of the Lodges 
be instructed to notify the Assembly Secretary when she is expected 
to write letters of sympathy. 

It has been my privilege to attend two District meetings outside 
of my own District; a meeting of No. 8 held in La Crosse and of 
No. 23 held in Milton. I was very sorry to be obliged to refuse all 
other invitations as this has been a very busy year. I fully realize 
how much good these meetings are to our Lodges and feel that all 
our Assembly Officers ought to take an active interest in trying to 
improve them, thus improving our Lodges. 

Throughout the year I have met with only the kindest treatment 
from every one with whom I have come in contact, either personally 
or by correspondence. I assure you this has been appreciated by me 
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and I most sincerely thank you all for your kind consideration, truly 
hoping that some good to our Order may be the result of my year’s 
work as Secretary of your Assembly.

This Memorial Committee are only expected to make mention 
of Past Noble Grands and Past Grands who are members of the 
Assembly, and it would be well if the Secretaries of the Lodges in 
the jurisdiction would send names of these deceased to Sister 
Sarah Phillips No. 89, 17th St., Milwaukee, Chairlady of the Memorial 
Committee for 1907. 
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Several Lodges requested that they be changed from the Dis- 
trict they were in to other Districts. These requests were granted 
and changes noted in the list of Districts. 

The Assembly then proceeded to recommend a Director for the 
Home. Sisters Graham and Theissen were appointed to assist the 
Marshal and Conductor as tellers. The result of the ballot was the 
recommendation of Sister Emma Rogers, Past President, a member 
of Deborah Rebekah Lodge No. 138. 


Sister Rogers was unanimously elected to fill the position by the 
Grand Lodge. 


A letter of greeting from Sister Hutchinson-Waldo was read. 
This was received with applause, as many present remembered her 
years of faithful service as our Secretary. A motion was made 
and carried that the greetings of the Assembly be sent her and that 
said letter be published in our Journal and a copy of same sent her. 

The reports of the Directors and President of Home Board was 
read. The following is a brief synopsis of said reports: 

The Board of Directors report receipts from all sources for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1906, $8,512.48. 71 of our Rebekah 
Lodges gave $326.70 of this amount. The total disbursements for 
the year were $6,700.32. The number of occupants in the Home is 
44, exclusive of Manager, Matron and Servants—24 children and 20 
adults. 


The President reports this family of 44 to be 4 larger than 
the family of the previous year, and that they have been com- 
pelled to refuse many worthy applicants on account of lack of room. 
He reports very little sickness, but many of the older members in 
feeble health. (The entire bill for medicine and medical attendance 
was $154.34.) 

Sisters Nancy West and Elizabeth Boothroyd, Brothers George 
Butler and Frank Wagner have passed away during the year. The 
plans of the new addition were presented to the board at their last 
meeting and aiter some suggestions and the reading of the bids, 
the Building Committee was authorized to let the contract, which 
same was done, and the building is now in process of erection and it 
is expected that it will be completed by the first of October next. 
You will find this complete report in the Proceedings of the Grand — 
Lodge. Please note in the Secretary’s report what a creditable 
showing the subordinate branch made last year in the payment of 
the special per capita tax. We hope our Rebekahs will do equally 
as well and never grow weary in working for this Home—the first 
and most important object of our Order. 


Resolution No. 2 was re-read and a similar resolution from 
District No. 23. Resolutions were discussed and adopted. 
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A motion carried that the President give the secret work at this 
time and that the Vice-President give it sometime Wednesday. 

Sister Yantz then gave the work word perfect. 

A communication from Grand Representative Kehr, in regard 
to Sovereign Grand Lodge legislation was read and ordered placed 
on file; also a communication from the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
Secretary, regarding Past Presidents’ Jewels which was disposed of 
in the same manner. 

The Judiciary Committee then read a list of questions which had 
been handed in, and as most of them could be found in the Lodge 
Code it is deemed unwise to fill our Journal with them. Questions 
are good food for the District Meetings and we know the Presidents 
of the Districts are trying to post themselves thoroughly. 

The following questions however may benefit some Lodges by 
settling arguments. 

Question. Ifa motion is made and carried, and for some reason 
is not recorded in the minutes, is the motion void? 

Answer. Minutes should be corrected, when read. If a Lodge 
failed to do so, the motion would still stand if there were those 
present to prove that such motion was carried. 

Question. If a Past Noble Grand is dropped for the non payment 
of dues and after a few years is reinstated, is she entitled to the 
honor of being a Past Noble Grand? 

Answer. Grand Master Staples’ decision: She is entitled to the 
honors the same as if she had not been dropped. 

Question. May an applicant be accepted in Lodge A and ini- 
tiated in some other Lodge and still be a member of Lodge A? 

Answer. Candidates can be initiated only in the Lodge in 
which they were elected. 

Question. If members have paid their dues until the end of the 
year, and in the meantime the Lodge surrenders its charter, and 
members move to another jurisdiction—under what head would these 
members join a Lodge? 

Answer. The members must procure Grand Lodge cards (cost 
$1.00) from the Grand Secretary of the jurisdiction in which they 
were members and present to Lodge the same as withdrawal cards.

The Committee on Finance also reported favorably on Recom- 
mendations Nos. 6.and 7, which report was adopted by the Assembly 
with this change in No. 6—that the amount of per capita paid for 
1906 be applied to their credit on the per capita tax of 1907.

To the Rebekah Assembly of Wisconsin, I. O. O. F.: 


SISTERS AND BrorHers: As the time draws near for your annual 
convocation, I find my heart reaching out to the dear friends who 
have met with me in these gatherings, in the years past, and I want 
to be one with you again. The thought occurred to me that I could 
be, through the medium of the pen; that each year, as you meet 
together, I could send a letter of greeting from my far off home, 
giving you the assurance, though our faces are hidden from each 
other’s sight, that my heart goes out to you in the bonds of fraternal 
love. Each day, as you meet together, I shall be there in thought, 
and if I could influence each one of you, there would be only charity 
and kindness for all. 

In looking into the records of the past, which stand out clear 
and distinct before my mental vision, I find many acts of kindness, 
so many tokens of your love and confidence, that I can have only 
feelings of good cheer for all my old associates. If some were not as 
true as they professed to be, if little acts of injustice were done, they 
are considered only as mistakes. I have only the kindest feelings 
for all. 

A serious illness last fall prevented my attending the Colorado 
Assembly, which convened in October. This was a great disappoint- 
ment to me, as I wanted to meet and know my Colorado sisters, and 
to present to them in person your fraternal greetings, in accordance 
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with my promise to you. Being thus unable so to do, I wrote a 
letter extending your fraternal regards and best wishes, which were 
cordially received and heartily reciprocated. The Secretary was 
instructed to reply, which she did, assuring me that they were 
ready to adopt me into the fold when I could be with them, and I 
am looking forward to next October, when they meet at Florence, 
only eight miles from here. I have met the President of the 
Assembly, and have found her an ardent Rebekah. 

The per capita tax is thirty-five cents in this jurisdiction, and 
the Assembly pays mileage and per diem. The lodges are prospering 
and growing. Harmony No. 96 of Canon City, has a membersnip 
of over 150; have initiated twenty-seven members in seven months. 
It seems to me, with my new experiences in regard to a higher per 
capita tax, that Rebekahism in Wisconsin is held too cheaply. If a 
higher tax were levied, you would feel that you could do more good, 
and help many a struggling sister to visit your Assembly, gath- 
ering new inspiration to do better work. We have known of some 
of our brightest sisters being unable to attend the Assembly simply 
because the Lodges felt that they could not afford the expenses of 
delegates, while the sisters were unable to attend at their own 
expense. 

I note there is quite a controversy over paying expenses of Past 
Presidents, thus assuring the attendance of those experienced sisters. 
One of the arguments used is that sisters moving to other jurisdic- 
tions might desire to visit the Assembly, causing a very large 
expense to that body. I do not know of a sister Past President who 
would be willing to take advantage of the Assembly in that manner. 
As for myself, I have changed my membership to this State, which 
effectually prevents me from claiming any such privilege. But 
please bear in mind that some day, if we live, my husband and 
myself will visit your Assembly. He is desirous of meeting the 
sisters and brothers of Wisconsin, who were kind and generous to 
me for so many years, while I want to meet them when not bowed 
down by care and overwork, that they may know me as I really am. 

I am sure you will be interested in knowing that my daughter 
and myself are being most tenderly cared for, and that we are con- 
tented and happy in our new home. 

If any member of the fraternity of Wisconsin should come this 
way, stop and make us a visit, as Sister Fannie Jones of Beaver Dam 
did, you will find the latch string of the Waldo home hanging out. 

May this session of your Assembly be one of the most profitable 
and harmonious ever held, and may peace and prosperity attend each 
one, is the wish of your friend and sister.
